I  ain  endeavouring  to  establish  a  better 
system  of  Trade  Commissioners  for  Canada  in  foreign  countries. 
I  propose,  in  the  end,  to  have  a  graduated  service  of  Com¬ 
missioners  with  a  sufficient  scope  to  enable  a  young  nian  of 
the  right  sort  to  fit  himself  for  this  line  of  work  and  make 
a  career  therein. 

I  would  like  to  introduce  into  this  ser¬ 
vice  an  element  of  a  little  superior  strain  to  the  types  here¬ 
tofore  prevalent  in  that  service.  I  should  like  to  get  hold 
of  two  or  three  young  men,  university  trained,  who  are  not 
faddists,  but  have  a  practioal  turn  and  have  an  appreciation 
of  business  methods,  and  who  will,  in  addition  to  college 
training,  take  on  some  of  the  practical  training  of  actual 
business  and  fit  themselves  for  the  work  I  have  in  contempla¬ 
tion. 


Without  further  explanation,  you  will  quite 
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understand,  I  think,  what  I  am  after. 

ITow,  my  next  point  is,  have  you  in  mind  any  of  that 
kind  of  stuff  which  you  could  recommend  to  me  and  which  I 
could  look  over  with  a  view  to  an  ultimate  selection?

time  and  I  am  writing  you  rather  for  counsel  and  advice,  and 
would  like  your  co-operation.  Kindly,  at  your  earliest 
convenience,  let  me  know  what  you  think  of  my  idea  and  v/hether 
or  not  you  have  in  mind  any  young  men  of  character,  intelli¬ 
gence  and  culture  who  you  think  would  be  fitted  for  this 
wo  rk  •
